Talking recently with farm 
men in Texas, I found them 
thinking back to an old disaster 
and fearful of another. 

The pink bollworm is on the 
march. To be sure, he is actu- 
ally on the wing, chrough the 
pink bollworm moth. But, as 
the boll weevil’s march through 
the cotton kingdom made that 
of Gen. ‘“‘Cump’’ Sherman seem 
almost trivial in terms of de- 
struction and financial ruin, the 
new threat promises to make 
the weevil seem almost kind. 

Texas cotton growers, and 
those throughout the West, are 
depressed by the fact that in 
1952 the pink bollworm did al- 
most. $40,000,000 damage—and 
the outlook for 1953 is darker. 

No known poisons are ‘effec- 
tive. 

“The pink bollworm, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of the boll 
weevil, has been steadily creep- 
_ ing into an ever-widening stretch 
of the cotton belt,’’ says George 
Simmons, chairman of the Pink 
Bollworm Committee of the Na- 
tional Cotton Council. ‘‘The sit- 
uation is serious. Experts be- 
ieve the pink bollworm could 
surpass the boll weevil in de- 
structiveness ... if we get ade- 
quate research we have a good. 
chance.”’ 


March | 

It was in 1917 that the pink 
bollworm was first discovered. 
It came across the Rio Grande 
in some seed cotton. It now 
has covered Texas and spread 
into adjoining Panhandle states. 

As early as 1904 the cotton 
belt was worried about the boll 
weevil. It also had ferried the 
Rio Grande and was wreaking 
havoc in the West. Cotton states 
east of the Mississippi had a 
Maginot line complex. They 
thought the little horny-snouted 
bug, looking like a tiny dragon, 
would never be able to cross 
the Mississippi, especially if the 
states set up inspection. 

Very few Southerners, even, 
realize what the boll weevil did 
to: the South. It gave to the 
cotton belt a depression which, 
by 1925, was much more com- 
plete than that of 1930-36. The 
latter one merely completed the 
physical destruction oi homes 
and fences. One may go, to 
this day, to see old houses, 
their roofs fallen in, the fence 
posts long ago rotted down and 
pine trees and scrub oak grow- 
_ing where once cotton grew and 
field hands followed the pa- 
tient mules—hundreds of them. 

The weak killed themselves. 
Others simply locked the doors 
and left, leaving the whole thing 
to the mortgage companies. 
Banks failed. Mortgage com- 
panies found themselves often 
with as much as 85 per cent of 
all the farm land in a county. 


Fear 

Cotton production was cut 
back, between 1920 and 1923, 
as much as 86.2 per cent in 
some counties of the once pros- 
perous belt. 

Sea Island cotton was prac- 
tically obliteratea, and has not. 
yet returned. Its boll has a 
longer, narrow ‘‘neck’’ and poi- 
sons do not work well. 

Insecticides enabled upland 
cotton to make a comeback. 
But the expense of labor and 
‘‘noisoning’’ has. risen. Mecha- 
nization means an annual out- 
lay of cash on short term cred- 
its. Synthetic fibers are an in- 
creasing competition. 

The pink bollworm threat will 
cause fear to run like * fever 
through the entire cotton belt. 

A Texan shook his head and 
smiled wryly. 

“Cotton is moving West, the 
Negroes are moving North; the 
Yankees are moving South; 
the Red Pests are infiltrating 
everywhere, and now, here 
comes the pink bollworm,”’ he 
said. ‘‘There is too doggone 
much going on.” 

Highly specialized mercury- 
vapor light traps are a help. 
Entomologist Andy Chapman re- 
ported one light alone, in high- 
ly infested Cameron County, 
caught 20,000 moths iz. one 
night.

Ike’s Trade Aims 
Pose Bitter Test 


The Eisenhower administration has 
begun its biggest battle to win accept- 
ance by Congress and the American 
people of the principles of “trade not 
aid” as the panacea for many of the 
economic and hence political ills of the 
free world. 

Needless to say, the outcome of the 
fight will determine the success of 


United States leadership in the cold’ 


war with communism. It will affect 
the pocketbooks of every citizen and 
the government’s ability to curtail fed- 
eral spending, balance the budget and 
reduce taxes. 

For many years the economy of the 
world has been sick. Restrictions on 
the free flow of goods between nations 


’ has. enforced upon us.the burden of 


continued “pump priming” of the econ- 
omies of our Allies through monetary 
gifts. As the center of the free-world 
economy, we have found, too, that if 
the rest of the world is sick, we become 
sick, too. We must sell our surplus 


- products if we are to maintain a stable 


economy at home. 

The Eisenhower administration 
hopes to eliminate ‘the international 
give-away programs of previous years 
by making it possible for the nations 
we have subsidized to earn their own 
way. The only alternative to letting 
them earn the dollars to purchase our 
goods is outright gifts to make up for 
the depletion of dollar exchange that 
our trade bars make necessary. 

Josef Stalin at the October Commu- 
nist Party Congress in Moscow pre- 
dicted the breakup of the free-world 
alliance because of its inability to es- 
tablish a mutual trading community. 
Following the breakup, the Kremlin 
hopes to pick up the piéces. 

The first fight, of course, is over ex- 
tension of the Reciprocal Trade Act. 
Rep. Daniel Reed (Rep., Pa.) is pre- 
siding over the House hearings. He’s a 
high-tariff man. Groups seeking spe- 
cial protection and higher rates—those 
who gripe the loudest, too, about for- 
eign aid and high taxes—are leading 
the opposition. They are out of date in 
this period when the very survival of 
free enterprise depends upon a freer 
flow of trade and its monetary life- 
blood. 

The tariff lobby is whittling away. 
Unless there is a determined fight, it 
will lead the United States down the 
fatal road of the 1920s. 

The free flow of trade between 
American states has given us the great- 
est economic prosperity in the history 
of mankind. It can be extended to 
other areas while maintaining our own 
position.

In short, they had become 
Reds. 

Not knowing the reasons that may 
have led to this conclusion—documents 
signed or forged and propaganda state- 
ments these prisoners may or may not 
have made—the whole thing now as- 
sumes the proportions of a tragic mess. 

The men are reported as “mad as 
hell.” We don’t blame them. So are 
we. In the face of their chagrin and 
denials, we are ashamed, too. After 
their suffering and sacrifices, to receive 
such a welcome home is beyond the 
pale of understanding. 

We can understand official concern 
that some returning POWs may have 
become Communists and potential Red 


- agents, but until proof is supplied such 


treatment would be better left to the 
Reds themselves.

There Is No Room 
For Routine Thinking 


In this era of pressures and coun- 
terpressures, it becomes more difficult 
each passing day to hit a middle road 
that will cancel out the extremists. 
Take the field of education, for instance. 

Plagued by high cost of operation, 
there is a danger that schools will be 
captured by “big government” or “spe- 
cial interests” and that freedom to teach 
will be circumscribed in either instance. 


If a college is tax supported by gov- 
ernment, should it be expected to teach 
the government line exclusively? If a 
university is subsidized by big business, 
should it be expected to teach the do- 
nor’s philosophy? 

‘The answer to both questions is no. 
Our best bet for continued progress still 
lies in the realm of creative thought, 
not in the training of technicians and 
robots in a common mold, lest we de- 
stroy ourselves in the dangerous age of 
atomic energy. 

And in this age, educators are look- 
ing to their responsibilities. At the 75th 
anniversary celebration of the Case In- 
stitution of Technology, the conclusion 
was reached that there will be little 
room in the world of tomorrow for dull 


or routine thinking. The keynote was — 


expressed by Grove Patterson, editor of 
the Toledo Blade, who declared: 

“My hope is that out of your studies 
and your experiments you will bring 
something that will emphasize three 


potential characteristics of the uncom- 


mon man. First, the capacity for think- 
ing; second, the capacity for imagina- 
tion; third, the capacity for faith. 

“Men are in desperate need of a 
profound service in addition to the lift- 
ing of the burdens from their backs. 
Once they stand erect, will they look up 
rather than down?. Can imagination be 
taught? . 

“We are bogged down in the ma- 


chinery and ritual of organization. .... 


This is the century of the common man. 
That is the trouble with it. The deep- 
est need of the hour is the uncommon 
man.” 

We leave with you that thought. 
Never perhaps was there a greater need 
for developing insight into and finding 
of solutions for the challenge to survi- 
val faced by man. The job cannot be 
done by an educational system that 
limits the fields of exploration to pre- 
scribed lines.

Hits Peace Hope 


WASHINGTON—The so-called “‘peace’’ 
hopes of the administration are bogging 
down badly. Whereas only a few days ago 
there was a definite expectation that the 
Soviet Union meant to make peace, there 
is now a feeling of disappointment. 

What makes the situation so discon- 
certing is that the United States appar- 
ently is drifting along with the same oppor- 

tunistic approach 
that the government of 
Great Britain, our prin- 
cipal ally, is manifest- 

ing. | 
The great cry of the 
Truman administration 
was that America and 
her Western partners 
had ‘“‘repelled aggres- 
sion’’ in Korea, but now 
it turns out that in the 
) midst of peace maneu- 
vers, the Communists have committed an- 
Other grave act of aggression by invad- 
ing the Kingdom of Laos—a move which 
threatens Indochina and southeast Asia. 
All the effort made in Korea has been nul- 
lified by a willingness on the part of the 
UN countries to accept a stalemate just 

above the 38th Parallel. 

The tragedy of it all is that it isn’t 
necessary to fight a third world war in or- 
der to bring the Korean War to an end. 
Adlai Stevenson, who has been touring Ko- 
rea, is quoted in Look magazine as Say- 
ing that our fliers ought, at least, to be 
able to hit back at those who fire at them. 
He was referring to antiaircraft fire and 
missions from bases in Manchuria. 

The biggest single force that can be ap- 
plied to end the Korean War is economic. 
Senator McCarthy’s committee on govern- 
ment operations has been given testimony 
which indicates the American government 
under the previous administration and to 
some extent the present administration has 
been afraid to offend Great Britain by in- 
sisting on a complete embargo on goods to 
Red China and Soviet Russia. An effective 
embargo would cause economic hardship, 
but the United States could well afford to 
compensate European producers and get 
for them at an equal price somewhere in 
the free’ world the articles they now are 
buying from Soviet Russia. 

As long as economic measures are 
not being utilized, it is a travesty on the 
principle of collective security to ask Amer- 
ican boys to do -the bulk of the fighting 
while materialistic interests continue to 
supply goods to enemy countries. The other 
day in the House of Commons, the British 
government promised a Labor Party inter- 
rogator that trade with the Communists 
would be immediately resumed when an ar- 
mistice is signed. This would deprive the 
Allies of all their leverage in negotiating a 
settlement of the Korean problem once the 
*‘cease fire’’ has been achieved by the So- 
viet Union. It is an example of the slip- 
shod policies of the Allies versus a crafty 
enemy.

Resources Battle 
Is Just Beginning 


WASHINGTON—Unfortunate as it is that 
the first major legislation of the Eisen- 
hower administration is the bill giving off- 
shore oil lands to the states, nevertheless 
it is fortunate in a way that this issue so

explored this early in 
the new regime.

capitalize this administration for their own 
special benefit, if possible. 

Oil was behind this raid on the marginal 
sea part of our national domain. Now. other 
special interests—lumber, mineral, private 
utilities—are ready to pressure Congress to 
hand over other public lands and water re- 
sources to the states, where they anticipate 
they can exploit such resources more 
easily. They use the offshore oil example 
as a precedent. 

This threat is embodied in bills now 
pending. 

There is every indication that, so far 
as the public is concerned, this battle over 
our natural resources may become the 
dominant issue of the Eisenhower era. 
There is a clearly planned campaign to 
reverse the trend of the last half century, 
started by Theodore Roosevelt, who began 
to set aside parts of bur domain to protect 
this valuable natural heritage «from the 
plundering that he found to be going on 
when he became President. He and other 
Presidents since sponsored laws_ which 
seek to preserve these lands and develop 
them in a way that will best conserve our 
resources. 

Luckily for the public, it discovered in 
the offshore oil fight in the Senate that 
there is a group, including both Democrats 
and Republicans, which is fully aware of 
the long-range significance of the gigantic 
raid on our natural resources in which the 
Offshore oil bill was the first step. This 
same group will be ready to contest further 
steps which will involve public lands in 
interior states. 

This group is due great credit. It fought 
against great odds. It knew in advance 
that it was almost bound to lose, unless a 
miracle happened. It knew how great had 
been the contribution of oil to the Eisen- 
hower campaign, and it saw the bargain 
signed and sealed-with the Republican can- 
didate’s pledges in the campaign to put 
through a state ownership bill. It learned 
very soon after the new President took 
office that he would stand by his campaign 
promise. ° 

But this indefatigable group in the Sen- 
ate did succeed in alerting the public to a 
degree. This became manifest in letters 
that poured in upon senators. As a result, 
the public should be more conscious of 
what is at stake and should be able to rec- 
ognize the next moves, for they have been 
pointed out in advance in the lengthy de- 
bate over as offshore oi] bill.

Popular Favorite of Most Citizens 


WASHINGTON—After reading the many 
and varied fresh appraisals that have been 
made of President Eisenhower on complet- 
ing his first 100 days in office, one thing 
seems to stand out by common consent, 
There appears to be no 
disagreement on the 
score that he is still as 
much of a popular fa- 
vorite among the peo- 
ple as ever. 

Some of his critics 
have taken him to task 
for not showing a more 
aggressive hand in his’ 
dealings with Congress. 

Others have complained 

that it took him three . 
months to present the new governmental] 
budget and then without the full measure 
of cuts in federal spending that were prom- 
ised during the campaign last year. Most 
of the critics have noted also that little 
has been submitted to Congress in the way 
of a legislative program. 

All of this has caused Democratic lead- 
ers of the caliber of former Speaker of the 
House Sam Rayburn to chide the adminis- 
tration with the charge that it has not been 
able to get its feet off the ground. But the 
taunts have been temperate and the best 
evidence of General Eisenhower’s con- 
tinued personal popularity is the fact that 
none of his opponents, in or outside of his 
party, has taken upon himself the task of 
attacking him for anything he has done or 
failed toPdo. 
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That in itself may be put down as a 
rather remarkable circumstance. Few 
Presidents in our time have been permitted 
to serve for as long as 100 days without 
finding themselves the target of bitter at- 
tack from one source or another. 

That General Eisenhower has been able 
to escape all of this is a tribute to his 
popularity. Since moving into the White 
House he has done nothing to lessen his 
popular following. Every move he has 
made has seemed to be in the opposite di- 
rection. His actions have been restrained 
and conciliatory in every respect. He ap- 
parently has been out to cultivate good re- 
lations not only in his own divided party, 
but with the Democrats as well. He showed 
this clearly by the series of luncheons he 
introduced at the White House, inviting 
Democrats as wel] as members of his own 
party to attend. 

The election returns showed that Gen- 
eral Ike is far more popular than the party 
on whose ticket he was elected. That is 
attested to in th® fact that he ran some 
5,000,000 votes ahead of his party candi- 
dates for Congress. Democratic congres- 
sional candidates actually polled more than 
250,000 votes more than their Republican 
opponents. This, no doubt, has given the 
President a new concept of his position. 
He must realize that his personal popu- 
larity goes beyond party lines. It would 
be natura? for him to desire to keep it that 
way, which may explain why he has not

THREE YEARS 


For mofe than three years 
now, the issues separating Mos- 
cow and the West in the Austrian 
treaty negotiations have been 
minor—so minor, in fact, that of- 
ficials here long ago concluded 
that the Soviet Union did not 
really want to evacuate Austria 
under any conditions. 

Fifty-four of the 59 clauses in 
the Austrian draft treaty have 
been approved. The five others 
were of such little consequence 
that, in a series of meetings, the 
Soviet deputy introduced a wholly 
new demand, namely, that the 
controversial question of the Adri- 
atic port of Trieste be settled be- 
fore an Austrian treaty be signed. 


REVERT TO ORIGINAL 


Also in the last meeting, the 
Austrians demanded that the so- 
called ‘‘short treaty’’ for Austria 
be dropped and that the deputies 
revert to the original treaty. The 
“short treaty’’ was merely a de- 
vice to simplify the negotiations. 
It embodied the main points in 
the longer treaty. 

All this, however, took place 
before the death of Stalin and 
the opening of the peace offen- 
sive by his successors. Accord- 
ingly, officials here believe that, 
just as a truce in Korea should 
be a test case of the Commu- 
nists’ peace overtures in Asia, so 
the Austrian treaty should pro- 
vide a test of their intentions in 
Europe.

For Europe 


Seen in 753 


PARIS, May 4—(#—American 
atomic cannons and their firing 
battalions probably will roll into 
Europe before the end of the year 
—but atomic explosives will lag 
far behind, a reliable source said 
today. 

The informant outlined some of 


the problems—and also some of 
the limitations—of the weapon. 

Atomic weapons won’t just auto- 
matically keep the Russians out of 
Europe in event they decide to 
come in, he pointed out, but will 
make their forward movement 
tough and torturesome. 

To bring bombs or atomic weap- 
ons to Europe will require, among 
other things, consent of the coun- 
try which is going to get them— 
France, for instance. And they are 
a hot potato. None of the Euro- 
pean countries wants to have the 
things around. 

They figure that if they have a 
storehouse full of American atom- 
ic bombs or shells for the cannon, 
then they automatically become 
targets for retaliatory atomic 
bombing in the event a war starts. 

Having the guns here on the 
ground is part of the defense plan 
for Europe. At the recent NATO 
session it was announced that use 
of atomic weapons of all kinds had 
been taken into consideration in 
estimating how many divisions and 
airplanes it would take to protect 
Europe from a Russian invasion.

AF Rejected Change in Bad Gun Heater, 


Manutacturer Tells Senate Committee 


WASHINGTON, May 4—A manu- 
facturer testified today he has 
made 110,000 airplane gun heaters 
that burn out readily and that the 
Air Force won't let him make bet- 
ter ones. 

Robert L. Smith, vice president 
of Borich Products Corp. of Bea- 
con, N. Y., told the Senate small 
business subcommittee his Air 
Force order to build the heaters 
was halted once on the basis of his 
complaints. | 

But after he offered a new gun 
heater with a built-in thermostat 
to prevent it from burning out, 
Smith said, the Air Force told him 
it liked the device very much—but 
to go on building the old one ac- 
cording to specifications. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the Air Force on 
Smith’s testimony. 

Smith said the heater upon which 
the Air Force insisted would build 
up temperatures to 1,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit, sufficient to cook away 
petroleum lubrication and melt 
tape. 

He added that he knew of at 
least one instance where the over- 
heating burned out the entire wir- 
ing system of an F86 jet, at a 
cost in airplane damage of at least 
$15,000. 


Sen. Ferguson (R-.ich), presid- 
ing, expressed amazement that the 
Air Force’s Air Materiel Command 
had not acted to correct a situa- 


tion menacing to men who fly jet 
airplanes in combat. 

He said he would ask the Air 
Force about it. 

Heaters are required on machine 
guns in airplanes to keep the guns 
from freezing because of moisture 
condensation at high altitudes. 

Smith said his company won 
three contracts to build the heater 
for .50-caliber machine guns short- 
ly after the start of the Korean 
War. 

Smith said his staff discovered, 
after building models, that it was 
impossible to make heaters which 
would meet the Air Force specifi- 
cations. 

He said he finally submitted a 
model and told the Air Force he 
had tested it and it failed. 

However, he said, the Air Force 
soon sent back a “glowing report’”’ 
on the heater and told him to go 
ahead with the orders. 

“That is a criminal situation,” 
Ferguson said. 

“IT don’t know how anyone can 
pass a piece of equipment such as 
this, and let a man go'up in a jet 
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plane with a machine gun apt to 
be frozen when he wants to use it.”’

BOMBAY, India, May 4—(4)—A policeman foiled an attempt 
to assassinate Prime Minister Nehru today when he picked up a 
live bomb from a railway track as the Indian leader’s train rushed 


New Delhi by plane, arriving late 
in the day, unaware of his narrow 
escape. He was concluding a 1,200- 


mile tour of the Maharashtrian 
famine areas, ending at Jalna. 

The bomb (probably of a type 
to explode under pressure) 
examined at Ambernath Ordnance 
Factory and later sent to Bombay 
for analysis. 

Nehru, 63, became prime min- 
ister on Aug. 15, 1947, after Britain 
relinquished sovereignty. Commu-

Hos- 
pital include a psychiatric ward 
with 72 beds. 

No Atlanta hospitals now give 
psychiatric care, although au- 
thorities say 10 per cent of all 
hospital beds should be 
psychiatric patients.

How to solve the mystery of 
food into fat is not so elemen- 
tary. It seems almost incredi- 
ble that good, nourishing food 
can turn into all those un- 
healthy excess pounds. So let’s 
do a little sleuthing to track 
down the calorie culprits. 

Some foods have more cal- 
ories than others and are there- 
fore potentially more fattening. 
But what is not generally recog- 
nized is that the calories from 


some foods are not as fatten- 
ing as the calories from others. 


CALORIE PACKED 

Here’s the clue: If a food is 
high in fat, or is made with 
sugar or starch, it’s packed 
with calories. Protein furnishes 
high-powered calories that whip 
into dynamic action and help 
to build slimness. But more 
important, the protein foods are 
absolutely essential to the re- 
pair work that makes good the 
wear and tear of daily living. 


Hidden calories must always 
be uncovered. And as in a 
whodunit, all the suspicion is 
pointed away from the guilty 
character. So in the mystery 
of food into fat, the obviously 
fattening foods are the suspects. 
But hidden calories must be ap- 
' prehended. 


TAKE ACTION 


An innocent looking salad 
with calories lurking in the 
dressing can be more fattening 
than a satisfying, low-calorie 
lunch. The calories to spot are 
those in cooked vegetable dishes 
—the lump of butter and the 
escalloped or au gratin prep- 
arations. 

Of course, just spotting the 
calorie culprits isn’t reducing. 
You have to take action to give 
this mystery story a happy 
ending.

But a New Mother’s Feeling of Depression Not Uncommon

New Mother’s Depression 
Calls for Understanding 


A maternity floor of a hospital is a radiant place. All the world 
loves a baby. And to a maternity floor flock proud fathers, proud 


grandparents, proud relatives. 
The new mothers are radi- 


ant: the long siege is over, the 
miracle of life is real. The 
triumph of continuing life, the 
wonder of a tiny baby, infects 
all. 

Then in one of the flower- 
filled rooms you will see a 


stony face or one red-rimmed 
from tears. ‘‘What is the mat- 
ter with her?’’ you may ask 
a doctor. He will shrug his 
shoulders. ‘‘Nothing.’’ ‘Did 
she lose her baby?’’ you per- 


sist. Again he shakes his head. 


*‘No, a beautiful baby boy. An 
easy, uncomplicated delivery. 
A wonderful husband. Every- 
one else is happy.’’ 
POSTNATAL TENSION 
Finally a nurse tells you, 


when, troubled by the woman’s - 


moans, you ask again. ‘Baby 
blues,”’ she says. ‘‘It’s all over 
now, but she’s still so keyed up 
she can’t relax. Postnatal ten- 
sion. It’s not uncommon.” 

Many a new mother experi- 
ences this to a greater or less- 
er degree. When everyone is 
in a delirium of delight, she 
begins to cry or fret or worry. 
She doesn’t know why. She is 
wound up like a sprirfg. 

Her depression is deep, real, 
and should not be underesti- 
mated. If someone had just 


warned her in advance of the 
baby’s coming that some such 
feeling might follow briefly, 
and explained that it occurs be- 
cause of the profound sensitiv- 
ity of the whole nervous sys- 
tem during such a profound 
upheaval as bearing a child, 


she could laugh it off. She 
could say, ‘‘O this is what they 
were talking about.’’ But no 
one tells her. Possibly because 
they fear she might think she 
was ‘‘expected’’ to be de- 
pressed. 


SLEEP IMPORTANT 


Some women never experi- 
ence it. They just sleep off 
those first two weeks. Many 
a highly keyed woman does. 
After vegetating, so to speak, 
for nine months, she suddenly 
is overstimulated, overexcited, 
alive again, and there she is 
ina hospital supposed to sleep. 
She can’t. 

The best counteragent we 
have heard of is a notebook. 
Get it before the baby comes. 
Take it to the hospital with 
you. When you think of some- 
thing that worries you, write 
it down. Write down all those 
things. Write and write and 
write until you are so tired you 
can’t stay awake. Then fall 
blessedly to sleep.

= MILLEDGEVILLE, May 4—When I came to this old and 
lovely Georgia city it was to write about the fun and festivities 
attending a town’s 150th birthday—and as the late Eugene Tal- 
madge was wont to say, I’m a-comin’ to that—but it strikes me 
that there’s no better place from which to write about a subject 
which is engrossing a great many Georgians this week, mental 


health. 


isn’t a pair of words to stir you to swift and forceful action—any 
more than those other words, “‘pure water,’ ‘‘fresh air’’ or ‘‘g 
schools.”’ 

“Mental health is something most of us are prone to take 
for granted, allowing, of course, for a little kidding about our 
‘oddness in one area or another. We know that we’re not slap- 
ab crazy and we assume that when we are they’ll drop us off 
at Milledgeville—that’ll be the end of that. 

*. But in Milledgeville you think a little differently about men- 
tal health. | 
From my room in the Baldwin Hotel I can look across the 

Military College campus to a green, wooded hill and the 
toofs of one of the largest mental hospitals in the world. Some- 
times when you are a little closer you can hear the sad, animal- 
like cries of people under those roofs. You can see the patients 
walking about the grounds and although there are no fences or 
Walls to restrain them, they aren’t free people at all but people 
trapped by one of the most gomplex and heart-breaking of human 
traps—mental illness. 

Milledgeville State Hospital is a good institution, as institu- 
tions go, and it is getting better all the time. In many ways we 
people in Georgia are lucky that Milledgeville is available to us, 
but doctors are now seeing that it wouldn’t have been necessary 
to have the second largest mental institution in the world in Geor- 
gia if we had started thinking about mental health, instead of 
waiting for mental illness, a few years ago. 

Early recognition of mental ills, tredtment at home at a 
general hospital, more study, more research, better understand- 
ing of the problem—all these would surely have saved us the 
necessity of pouring millions of dollars into an institution. 

In fact, Savannah has demonstrated that this is true by es- 
tablishing 15 beds for mentally ill patients in local hospitals. 
(The wards, one white and one Negro, were sponsored by the 
George K. Ganem Post 184, of the American Legion, a thing. any 
civic or philanthropic group could undertake.) 

The. results have been amazing. Since the establishment of 
the wards in St. Joseph Hospital in 1946, commitments to the 
state hospital from Chatham County have been reduced by 58 
per cent. 

Mental illness is not as dramatie as some of the other mala- 
‘dies for which we make annual drives. But it is responsible for 
a lot of other illnesses that cripple us and this is the first year 
that we have had a drive for funds for mental health. 

And when you are in Milledgeville it seems pretty darned 
dramatic at that—and I, for one, wish I'd left a note on the black- 
board in the kitchen, reminding the folks at home to give a buck 
to the postman for me when he calls on the Mental Health Fund-

Lord Montgomery — whose 
Eighth Army broke Rommel 
and drove him back nearly 2,» 
000 miles across the African 
desert, will bear the Royal 
Standard, the queen’s personal 
banner. 

Lord Alexander, commander 
of the Allied armies in Italy, 
and now Britain’s Minister of 
Defense, will bear the Orb of 
England. This is a golden globe 
six inchés in diameter, topped 


by a large amethyst and sur- 
mounted by a jeweled cross. 
Lord Portal will bear the 36’ 
golden Scepter with the Cross, 
the symbol of kingly power and 
justice. 
OTHER REGALIA 
Other regalia used.in the 
ceremony includes the great 
two-handed Sword of State (to 
be carried by the Marquess of 


Salisbury), the pointed sword of 
Temporal Justice (by the Scot- 
tish Duke of Buccleuch), the 
Sword of Spiritual Justice (Earl 
of Home), and ‘‘Curtana,”’’ -the 
Sword of Mercy (Duke of 
Northumberland). 

St. Edward’s Staff (the orig- 
inal was reputed to contain a 
fragment of the Cross) will be 
borne by the Earl of Ancaster, 
while the Rod and the Dove 
will be carried by the Duke of 
Richmond and Gordon. 

The cloth-of-gold Canopy, 
held over the Queen’s head dur- 
ing the anointing, will be sup- 
ported by four Knights of the 
Garter — Viscount Allendale, 
Earl Fortescue, the Duke of 
Portland, and the Duke of 
Wellington. This is tradition- 
ally used to veil the anointing 
from the eyes of the multitude. 

The Golden Spurs, symbolic 


of knightly chivalry, will be 
carried by Lord Hastings and 
Lord Churston. The Queen will 
touch them with her hand. 

The Standards of England, 
Scotland, Ireland, and the Prin- 
cipality of Wales, will be borne, 
respectively, by the Earl of 
Derby, Viscount Dudhone, Lord 
de L’Isle and Dudiey, V. C., 
and Lord Harlech. 

The Union Standard, symbol 
of the link bétween England 
and Scotland, will be carried 
by a 26-year-old soldier, Cap- 
tain John Lindley Marmion 
Dymoke. 

The Dymokes, as long ago as 
1377, when Richard II was 
crowned, by virtue of holding 
the Manor of Scribelsby, as- 


serted the claim to be Heredi- ® 


tary King’s Champion. This 
officer used to appear fully 
armed and on horseback at the 
Coronation banquet, when he 
would issue a challenge to fight 
anyone who disputed the Sov- 
ereign’s right to the thorne.

I cannot respect a man 
who won't even pay one-half of 
our expenses. 

What do you suggest I do?

DEAR E. R.: Obviously there 
is more to the problem than 
your letter discloses. In refus- 
ing recently to pay anything to- 
wards household upkeep, your 
husband is rejecting you—in a 
spirit of malice that adds in- 
sult to ‘injury. 

What's wrong with the mar- 
riage?~-In the jurisdiction 
where you live, there is both a 
Domestic Relations Court and 
a Legal Aid Society, either of 
which is qualified to get to the 
bottom of your trouble with 
Fred, and help you find some 
solution for it. 

It is my curbstone opinion 
that you aren’t legally obliged 
to. provide for yourself, much 


less for Fred, so long as he is | 


she can. Or if she has a good 
income or personal wealth, she 
may harness it to the family 
budget in any case, to make life 


easier for her spouse. But even-- 


in that situation a self-respecte- 
ing man will be a financial] 


partner to the best of his abil- 
ity, contributing equitably— 
that is, proportionate .to his 
means. .At the very least he 
will try to pay the equivalent 
of his own expenses. 

Whatever the motivation of 
Fred’s hostile behavior, you 
need first-hand mediator help 
in clarifying the struggle, and 
the Legal Aid Society is well 
qualified to serve you in this 
capacity, either in or out of the 
Domestic Relations Court.

Babies are not born with 
normal vision. At the age of 
4 months the infant responds 
to the stimulus of a 1-inch 
black cube lying on a white 
table, which means that the 
visual acuity is approximately 
20/2,000. 

6 months, vision is 20/1,000, 
at 9 months 20/200, and by the 
end of the first year, 20/150.
